Told .by Prisoner Who Came Out 


of The Mountains and Sur- 


rendered to Detectives.

Hillsville, Va., March 29. — Starv- 


ing, sleepless and fatigued, Claude 
Swanson Allen, namesake of a Uni- 
ted States Senator, came out of the 
iaurel thicket in the Blue 
Ridge, 


pointed two six-shooters toward the 
sky and gave ' himself to the posse," 
'•which for nearly two weeks has hunt- 
ed him.

Complacent and almost happy, he 


sat last night sheltered from a driv- 
ing storm in the little brick -jail a 
stone's throw from the Carroll Coun- 
ty Courthouse, 'where, on March 14, 
the Allen gang vengefully killed the 
judge, "the prosecutor, the sheriff; -.a 
juror and a bystander.

No soldier -who had served with 


prominence in the Civil war and who 
was afterwards elected a member of 
congress ever attracted more attention 
from the galleries than did Gen Wil- 
liam S. Rosecrans. "Old Rosie," as his 
soldiers called him, when he entered 
the house of representatives in 1SS1. 
He had as a colleague Gen. Joseph E. 
Johnston, with whom he was on most! 
friendly terms, and in the senate were ^ 
Gens. John A. Logan and Ambrose C.! 
Burnside, and a little later. Gen. Wil- 
liam Mahone. Rosecrans was the per- 
sonification of sincerity, of perfect de- 
mocracy, and he had. as so many 
great soldiers have, a-distinctive qual- 
ity of innocence, almost childlike in 
its simplicity. 


At the time General Rosecrans be- 


came a member of congress a great 
deal of discussion was ^prevailing as to 
the practicability ofl constructing a 
ship railroad across the Tehuantepec 
isthmus of Mexico, In order 
to 
do 


away with the long voyage around the 
Horn. The plan had-been advocated 
by Capt James B. Eads, who had 
gained an international reputation as 
an engineer partly through the con- 
struction of the Eads bridge over the 
Mississippi at St. Xioms and partly 
through his successful building of the 
jetty system near the mouth of the 
Mississippi river, -which resulted 
in 


the long-desired deepening of the riv- 
er's channel. Before General Rose- 
crans entered congress he had been 
minister to Mexico. I had heard that 
he was much interested in Captain 
Ead's plan for a ship railway across 
the Tehuantepec isthmus, and at the 
first opportunity I asked the general 
if he would tell 
me whether 
he 


thought Eads' plan was practicable or 
not 


"I have no doubt about the practi- 


cability of the construction of a ship i 
railway across the Tehuantepec isth- 
mus," he said, with emphasis. "It isn't 
a very difficult scheme from 
an en- 


gineer's point of view. All that would 
have to be done -would be to build a 
railroad of six tracks that could ac- 
commodate platform cars; thenx the 
ships could be hauled from the At- 
lantic harbor by an incline to these 
cars, constructed on the drydock sys- 
tem, 
and then- the locomotives would 


haui them across the isthmus to the 
Pacific side 
And vice versa. 
The 


only trouble with Eads' plan is that it 
would cost a great deal of money. 


"When I was minister to Mexico m 


'68—that was just after 
Juarez had 


overthrown Maximilian and set up the 
republic afresh—there were scarcely 
any railroads in the country. There 
was one that ran from Vera Ciuz to 
the capital, and there were two or 
three little ones elsewhere, and that 
about tells the whole story. But I had 
not been in Mexico six months before 
I realized that with ample railway fa- 
cilities the republic would become, m 
time, one of the most prosperous na- 
tions in the world, unquestionably of 
that part of the \vorld lying to the 
south of the "United States. So I sug- 
gested to President Juarez the con- 
struction of a railway across Tehuan- 
tepec isthmus, explaining how such a 
road would shorten bv thousands of 
miles the transit of freight, by water, 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific side 
of the Americas. 
President Juarez 


agreed with me that such a line should 
b<> built 
I also told him that Mexico 


should 
have not only a 
central 


railway running to the 
Rio Grande 


river, but lines parallel 
to it that 


would skirt, on the east, the gulf 
coast, and on the west the Pacific and 
the Gulf of California. He asked me 
if I thought a railway could be built 
across central Mexico through some 
pass of the Sierra mountains. I told 
him that I was certain of it; that 
there never yet existed a mountain 
chain through which somewhere or 
other passes could not be found. 


"For some time after I ceased be- 


ing minister to Mexico I stayed in the 
country and agitated the railway de- 
velopment of the republic. I believe 
that I was the first man to suggest 
to the proper government officials ade- 
quate railway 
development 
of 
the 


Mexican republic, and I have often re- 
gretted that before I could 
get my 


plans well under way business rea- 
sons called me to California. 
I am 


glad to see, however, that this devel- 
opment is now under way, as regards 
a central railway, though I am not to 
reap any material benefits 
from it. 


And I venture to make the prediction 
to you that within the next fifteen or 
twenty years a true transcontinental 
line will be built across the Tehuante- 
pec isthmus, and, when it is, Mexico's 
progress as a commercial nation will 
be magnificently advanced." 


General Rosecrans did not live long 


enough to see the completion of the 
Tehuantepec railroad—an event tbat 
belongs to the twentieth century— 
but in the last years of his life—he 
died In 1898—he was greatly gratified 
to learn that this important Mexican 
trans-continental line, which will com- 
pete with the Panama canal for 
freight, and which 30 years before he 
had advocated, was at last under con- 
struction.

which the poultry keeper has to meet 
Is that of keeping his poultry houses! to°k 
and stock reasonably free from lice, 
mites and other external parasites. 


In keeping a poultry plant free 


from 
lice there are two points ol 


attack: One, the birds themselves; 
the other, the 
houses, nest boxes, 


roosting boards, etc. 


In using any kind of lice powder on 


the birds themselves, It should always 
be remembered that a single appli 
cation of powder is not sufficient 
When there are lice present on a bir 
there are always unhatched eggs 
lice ("niis") present, too. The prope 
procedure is to follow up a first appl 
cation of powder with a second at a 
interval of four days to a week, 
the birds are badly infested at th 
beginning it may be necessary to mak 
still a third application. To clean th 
cracks and crevices of the woodwoi

plaster of Paris to take up all th 
moisture. 
The liquid and the dry 


plaster should be 
thoroughly mixe< 


and stirred so that the liquid will b 
uniformly 
distributed 
through 
the 


mass of plaster. When enough piaster 
has been added the resulting mixture 
should fee a dry, pinkish brown pow 
der having a fairly strong carbolic 
odor and a rather less pronounced gas 
clme odor. 


Do not use more plaster in mixing 


than Is necessary to blot up the liquid 
This powder is to be worked into the 
feathers of the birds affected with ver 
mm. The bulk 
of the application 


should be In the fluff around the ven 
and on the ventral side of the body 
and in the fluff under the wings. Its 
efficiency, which is greater than that 
of any other lice powder known to 
the writer, can be very easily demon 
strated by anyone to his own satis 
faction. Take a bird that is covered 
with lice ana apply the powder In the 
manner just described. After a lapse 
of about a minute, shake the bird 
loosening Its feathers with the fingers 
at the same time, over a clean piece 
of paper. Dead and dying lice wil 
drop on the paper in -great numbers 
Anyone who will try this experiment 
will have no further doubt of the won 
derful efficiency 
and value of this 


powder. 


For a spray or paint to be applied 


to roosting boards, nest boxes or walla 
and floor of the hen houses the follow 
Ing preparation is used:—3 parts ol 
kerosene and 1 part crude carbolic 
acid. This is stirred up when used 
and may be applied with any of the 
hand spray pumps or with a brush 


In both of these formulae It Is highly 


important that crude carbolic acid 
be used instead of the purified product 
Be sure and insist to the druggist on 
getting crude carbolic acid 
It is a 


dark brown, dirty looking liquid, and 
its value depends on the fact that it 
contains tar oil and tar bases in ad 
dition to the pure phenol (carbolic 
acid).

Brown Potter, multi-millionaire meich- 
ant and banker of New York, was a 
great event, and Mrs Potter immedi- 
ately became a favorite 
among the 


"400" of the metropolis. 
Her first role was that of Anne Syl- 
vester in "Man and Wife,'" a drama 
by Wilkie Collins, nd she made a great 
hit with the public, the producer and 
the playwright Her next appeal anccs 
were in "Loyal Love" and "Civil Wai," 
at the London Gaiety theatie. 


Mi. Potter was violently opposed to 


his wife's adoption of the stage as a 
piofes&ion, and the couple 
separated 


early in her career, ifi 1903 the courts 
of New Yor,v dissolved the marriage, 
giving the custody of their one child 
to the husband. In tne year following 
his divorce Mr. Potter married Miss 
Mary Handy, daughter of a naval ofil-

70th days eight cases of beri- 
beri appeared among those fed 
upon polished rice and in a few 
weeks they began to die, while 
those fed on unpolished rice re- 
mained healthy. Similar experi- 
ments were made upon other 
lots of fowls with similar re-

issued 
by

United States government. Aft- 
er producing the 
disease by 


feeding upon polished rice,*'th» 
affected chickens were fed upon 
unpolished rice and recovered. 
Those fed upon unpolished rice 
were furnished the ordinary pol- 
ished rice and contracted the 
disease. The Japanese and Chi- 
nese in America do not use the 
polished 
rice 
of 
commerce.

spoiling rice by removing the 
outer coating. 
The unpolished 


rice would be obtained cheaper 
if there were sufficient demand 
for it. No one who realizes the 
difference will use the spoiled 
rice.

THREW OUT THE DUKE. 


In 1582 the Duke of Anjou, 


son of Henry III. of France, was 
appointed 
sovereign 
of 
The 


Netherlands, without the knowl- 
edge or consent of the people 
he was to govern. They resented 
the appointment, and prepared 
io resist him. But the 
wise 


duke thought he knew a thing 
or two, and resolved to make 
himself master of the situation 
at one bold stroke, by simultane- 
ously seizing the principal cit- 
ies in which French garrisons 
were located. 
He himself took 


charge of the seizure of Ant- 
werp, and on the day appointed 
assembled his troops 
in 
the 


streets as if for review. At a 
given signal they fell on the 
burghers and began to- set fire 
to the houses.

FOR THE SCHOOL BOX FROM 


HOME. 


By Martha McCulloch William*. 
Are you numbered among the many 


mothers of this great nation who 
have boys and girls away at school or 
college? 
Then you know what a 


great delight It gives the children to 
receive from "Mother" a DQX of home- 
cooked things to eat, 
from eolld 


meats, like turkey and chicken, to th» 
frothiest of sweets. 


Right here, good mother, you will 


find the paper bag a very present 
help. A plump chicken, a small fine 
turkey, bag-roasted and -veil drained 
and popped Inside another bag, light- 
ly greased, packs well, can be eaten 
without a qualm, and makes a mighty 
fine cornerstone lor the upbuilding of 
a proper box. 


The box from home is the corner- 


stone of the season's supreme school 
or college "spread." Wherefore, make 
t one to honor alike your child and 
four housewifery. Besides the turkey 
)r the chicken, or the brace of ducks, 
>r the nest of smaller birds safe in 
heir own gravy, put in cakes, pies, 
arts, tartlets, sundry 
small 
and 


piquant meat turnovers, indeed, the 


ery choicest things amongst all those 


heretofore set forth as suitable for 
paper bag cooking. 
Make, too, in 


quantity pricked biscuit—they will be 
ood much longer than the average 
college boy or girl can keep them. 


Here are a few candy suggestions 


worth consideration even by a "wo- 
man" freshman—or sophomore. 


Fondant, which is the basis of many 


candies, ia variously made; this is as 
good a way as any I have found: To 
each cup of sugar allow a drop of 
acetic acid and one-third cup of cold 
water. Cook in a very clean, brass or 
enamel kettle, stirring 
constantly 


until it begins to boil. Wipe off any 
dry sugar from the sides of the kettle, 
add the acid, cover the kettle and 
cook without further stirring at gentle 
leat until the syrup, dropped in cold 
water, forms a soft ball. Pour out 
then in a flattish dish, wet with very 
cold water. 
When cool, not cold, 


work with a paddle back and forth 
until white and creamy, then put in 
something deep, cover with a clean, 
damp cloth, and set away to ripen. 
This formula is adapted from obser- 
vation in a famous candy factory 
where huge tubs of fondant 
stooc 


month after month until the trainee 
sense of the heads said it was just 
right ^or use. 
When ready to use 


cut out a good lump, put In an earthen 
vessel and liquefy over boiling water 
Then flavor and color to taste, anc 
either dip into it blanched nuts, dates 
figs or crystallized fruit or smal 
rounds of hard fondant. 
After the 


first dipping, set them upon a wire 
rack over a bowl to drain and harden, 
Dip a second time if you want the 
candies very superior. If there is not 
time for this, roll while still soft in 
powdered sugar and set on waxed pa- 
per to dry and harden. 


Fondant thus liquid, colored pink, 


green or yellow, flavored with mini 
and dropped from a spoon-tip upon 
waxed paper, makes delectable mini 
cream. Any other flavor can be used 
instead of mint. With orange or lemon 
flavor, after 
dropping the 
creams 


sprinkle while still soft with finely 
ground nuts, or stick a tiny bit o! 
coooanut in the center. Cocoanut cu- 
to shape and cream nuts, shellec 
whole, make fine candies if they are 
first covered with stiff fondant anc 
then dipped in the melted stuff, which 
has been made rich with chocolate 
Here, as elsewhere, put in a very 
little brandy with the chocolate, as a 
means of accenting its flavor. 


Fruit squares are good. To make 


them, take equal quantities of needed 
raisins, well chopped dates cut small 
figs steamed and cut up fine, shred 
ded citron, shredded candied peel 
shredded fresh cocoanut and shred 
ded blanched almonds. Stir all wel 
together and spread without packing 
evenly over a well buttered flat dish 
Pour upon the mixture boiling hot i 
U-ffy made by boiling until it crackle: 
iu the teeth, two cups sugar, wit! 
one-half cu'p vinegar and water mixe 
and one tablespoonful of butter. Le 
stand till the surface hardens slight 
ly, then with a well-greased knif 
mark in squares. Break apart when 
cold and wrap in waxed paper. Pacl 
the wrapped squares inside a pape 
bag. 


Lastly, be sure that almost the big 


gest cake bagged for the box is a 
Lady McMillan, which to my mini 
quite discounts Lady Baltimore. Tak 
for it three and a half cups siftei 
flour, two cups sifted sugar, one cu; 
blackberry 3am, one cup sweet milk 
two-thirds cup creamed 
butter, fiv 


whole eggs or yolks of twelve, tw< 
teaspoons baking powder, one tea 
spoon cinnamon, one teaspoon mixe 
cloves and allspice. 
Cream butte 


with part of sugar, add yolks beate 
light with rest of sugar, sift flou 
with baking powder and add alter 
nately with milk and stiff beate' 
whites. 
Add spices mixed in hal 


cordial, then jam. 
Bake in layer 


put together with icing filled with 
seeded raisins and chopped English 
walnuts. Use plain icing on top and 
sides. Or bake in a large sheet in- 
side a bag, cut square and put to- 
gether as directed. 
The essential 


thing is to fill a big bag with it, so 
that the spread it graces shall be a 
huge success.
